Louis  Cannon,  tho  Louisiana 
School  for  the  Deaf’s  contribution 
to  tho  United  States  “Deaf  Olym- 

Rio.”  squad,  returned  to  Baton 
ouge  Monday  to  be  met  with  a 
hero's  welcome. 

An  assembly  was  hastily  called 
on  tho  LSD  campus,  and  Cannon, 
in  sign  language,  interpreted  for 
tho  hearing  people  in  the  audi¬ 
ence,  related  his  experiences  on 
the  trip  which  took  him  from  Bat¬ 
on  Rouge  to  the  site  of  the  games 
at  Milan,  Italy,  and  through  many 
of  tho  major  cities  of  Western  Eu¬ 
rope. 

Cannon  termed  his  experiences; 
“Sometimes  frightening,  always 
inspiring  and  forever  unforget¬ 
table,” 

The  American  team  walked  off 
with  tho  basketball  and  track 
championships  in  the  meet,  but 
the  Russians,  with  tho  aid,  Cannon 
says,  of  “big  and  strong”  girl  par¬ 
ticipants’  won  the  overall  meet, 
Gormany  placed  second  and  the 
United  States  third  among  the 
more  than  20  nations  participating.

Cannon’s  trip  was  made  possible 
by  contributions  largely  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  Louis  Cannon  Olympic 
fund  drive  promoted  by  the  State- 
Times.  Nearly  $2,000  was  raised. 

The  19-ycar-old  athlete,  who 
graduated  as  valedictorian  of  his 
class  at  LSD  last  spring,  plans  to 
enroll  at  Galludet  College  in  Wash¬ 
ington  Oct.  1,  where  he  intends  to 
major  in  chemistry,

Bell’s  Bulldogs  carried  Bell  off  the  field  on  their  shoulders  last 
Saturday  when- SLI  upset  powerful  Sam  Houston  State  and  Bell  s 
fellow  coaches  added  lo  that  accolade  by  voting  him  the  GSC’s 
“Coach  of  the  Week”  in  the  first  of  a  series  of  weekly  polls  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Lake  Charles  American  Press. 

Bell  received  the  vptes  of  four  of  his  fellow  mentor*  for. the 
honors.  They  gave  him  their  ballots  in  view  of  the  magnitude 
the  Bulldogs’  feat.  SLI  was  not  highly  regarded  in  GS6  circle*', 
while  Sam  Houston,  unbeaten  last  year  and  victor  in  the  Refrig¬ 
erator  Bowl,  was  considered  one  of  the  most  powerful  small- 
college  elevens  in  the  nation.
